SACBAMENTO, January 24.—The aaiem- 


bly committee appointed to investigate 
the charges made by Assemblyman 
Bretz of'Alamada againit Aajemblyman 
Korea of Loa Angeles, reported today. 


Bretz, during tba vote for United 


States senator in joint session of the 
legislature, charged that the vote of 
Kerns, Populist, who voted for White, 
had been bought, and that Marion Can- 
non, Populist, congressman from the 
Sixth district, was the negotiator of the 
purchase. The report ia as follows: 


The committee beg leave to report that 


they have taken and given ample time 
in the matter of said investigation to any 
and-all persona who desired .to ba .heard 
therein, either as to facts or arguments; 
that Ttioinaa V. Cator appeared aa coon- 
eel for Assemblyman Bretz, and no one 
appeared as counsel (or any other par- 
son, and from sri'ch consideration and in- 
vestigation we find that the charge made 
by Assemblyman Aaron Bretz, as set 
forth in said resolution, and which was 
made in joint assembly for the election 
of United States senator, in the assem- 
bly chamber on January 18, 1893, was 
false and untrne in the respect that tha 
charge made was gnmndleaa and. ma- 
licious, inasmuch as from tho evidence 
we find no probable cause for the utter- 
ance of tho words usad in said joint as- 
sembly by Aaron BretE.aa aforesaid. 


We find that there was not the slight- 


est evidence adduced before said com- 
mittee that money or auy corrupt means 
whatever, or that any me&nB other than 
those that were most honorable were 
used to procure the election of Stephen 
M. White aa Un'Ved States senator. 


We 6nd that not the slightest taint of 


corrnption or wrong "doing, in any ro- 
cpect, attaches to Hon. Marion Cannon 
or Hon..T. Kerns in tha matter of eaid 
election of eaid United States sanator. 
. Wherefore, in view of said facts, and 
in view of the circumstances surround- 
ing-tho making of said charge, yonr com- 
mittee respectfully 
recommends that 


Eaid Assemblyman Aaron Breta should 
receive the severest censure of. tha aE- 
Eembly, acd that he should be expelled 
therefrom aud his seat declared vacant.

The Cleveland, Cincinnati, Colum- 


bus <fc Bt. Louis Southwestern Limited 
passenger train, consisting of an engine 
and four coaches, which left here this 
morning for the east, ran into a switch 
a half mite north of Wann and crashed 
into a train consisting of seven tank cars 
Branding thereon. 


The result was a fire and afterwards 


an explosion, which has already coat six 
lives, several more seriously hurt than 
others, and caused a great loss to the 
company, 
The dead are Webb Rose, Mattoon, 


III., engineer of the limited: Hiram Cor- 
nel iua, Iowa; Edward Miller, Alton 
Junction; two unidentified men and a 
boy, name unknown. 


All were burned to death.

Two boys, who 
were with him at the time, atate thai -ho 
tried to jump on the caboose while in 
motion. Solomon is a -SDH of Henry S. 
Solomon, the barber.

The supremo conrt has decided the 


cases of tbe savings banks against the 
city assessor iu favor of the city, the 
opinions being received yesterday |by 
Deputy Clark Ash more for filing. These 
opinions are, in some respects, the moat 
important ever banded down by the su- 
preme conrt, and with fearlees'and effi- 
cient assessors, w 11 add thousands to 
the auseBament rolls of the various mu- 
nicipalities throughout the state. When 
the several savings banks returned their 
statements for assessment purposes this 
year Mr. 11 in ton WAS not satisfied with 
;lie showing, and made a personal inves- 
igation. No solvent credits had been 
returned, and theso were* added by the 
assessor. The banks clDimed tbat these 
were not assessable, and re-fufed to pay 
he increased amount of taxes, where- 
upon Assessor HID ton, acting upon the 
advice of City Attorney McFarland, 
went behind tbe bank counters, and 
orthwith levied on coin to the amount 
if taxes, which be at once took possen- 
iion of, and removed. The banks then 
brought suit against the aasBseor for the 
re'urn of tbe money. 


The case was decided against them in 
be lower conrt, whereupon an appeal 
was taken to the supreme court, which 
ma just affirmed tbo decision of tho 
ower court.

Dr. Deardorff Describes the Death 


Scene—Toote? to Hive the 


Property.

Mm. Leah Potter was the firlt witnMB 


in the Hodden will cue yesterday in 
Judge Holmes' court. The witness re- 
lated that ou Jane 4th Mre. Bedden eaid 
that her husband hftd thrown her down 
npsn the dining room floor and held her 
by the throat and ordered her to leave, 
to which the replied: "If anybody 
leave* it will bo yon." Whereupon he 
got his clothea aod left (hi house. The 
witness went into the bouse about that 
time, and found Mra. Redden crying. 


Mrs. Heard? lee of Central colony told 


about Mra. Redden'a vagaries, and that 
whan the deceased called for a razor a 
spoon was Riven her, which she drew 
across hor throat. 


She had told the witness that Redden 


had forced hor to give him a promissory 
not that BOB held against Mra. Beardslee. 


Mrs. B^ardalee testified further that 


the deceased told her that Mr. Redden 
had drawn somaof lira. Redden'a money 
oat of the bank and bought a horse and 
bngj-y with it. She told tho witness that 
Mr. Redden bad not only had the im- 
pudence to buy the tiff with her money, 
but to put his monogram on the bnfjgy 
also, and she had scratched it off. She 
would not caro it he had baught the 
horse and baggy with his owa money. 


A HALF SIBTEIi. 


In the opinion of tbe witness thfl de- 


eaaaed was certaiply not aane, as jidged 
by-her actions since the time she was 
taken ill up to tbe time of her death. It 
was a hard tbiug for one to say that a 
relative wsa^inBEtie, but ohe assaredly 
was not ol Bound mind. Tho deceased 
was an inmate of Mra. Raardslee'e house 
from Maruhj 1S90, uutilJanuary, 1891, 
Bhortly before Eho was married. She 
paid the witness for her board. Mrs. 
Redden was a half-sister of the witness. 
Her maiden name was Kelly. 


The witness went on to say that'be- 


fore Mrs. Hodden's marriage aho was a 
stoat, healthy girl, but after that'time 
s e fell away and boc&ine emaciated aod 
nervous. Her miud WEB affected, partly 
by reason of tba diseased condition of 
her brain and ear, and partly by the de- 
preeeed ttate of her nervous condition 
ageravatod by her surroundings. 


She told the witness that her money 


had been diminished down to $80 and 
even that had bean taken away from 
hoi. When the witness visited Mrs. 
Reddan on the occasion of hsr first 
spell of sickness she came to the con- 
clusion that Mrs. Radden waa of un- 
BDnnd mind. 


THE FIRST BAD BPELL. 


The first bad spall was in Saptcmber, 


the-necond towards the last o! Septem- 
ber or Brat part oJ October, the third in 
November and one in December and 
January. When tiilren with sick spells 
she was beyond tho control of her rela- 
tives and was oat of hor hettd. 


On one occasion Sirs. Redden on a 


dark, cold night rode to Mm. Boardsle&'a 
place in a buggy, and she was vory palo. 
She was raving to tba effect that she 
had taken a Chinaman in the buggy 
with her and bad tried to pernnada the 
Chinamau to kill her. BUB thought of 
Btnkiog him in order to force him to 
strike her. 


A BA'BCAETIC QUESTION*. 


"She didn't rave about her brothers 


aod aisters, uid she?" wag asked. 


"No sir." 
"Or about her property?" 
"Noair; but she raved abont Mr. 


Redden. She fold me that Mr. Redden 
considered himself henpecked and that 
everybody could aee that he waa. She 
said that she heard him and his partner 
talking; that Redden asked his partner 
to go in and pump her. She complained 
also that Mr. Redden thought that her 
dreaa was not clean and that her clothes 
were not Rood enough. 
'But,' she 


added,'Hollowed him and kept on his 
track.'» 


FINANCIAL MATTERS. 


The next morning' the witness took her 


home, then to church and then tcrher 
house to dinner. The witness did not j 
tell Mr, Redden that bis wife had been | 
raving; Tbe witness owed some money 
to the estate and the deceased offered to 
assume the indebtedness of the witness 
in order to hurry along the settlement of 
the family estate at Martinez. 
Mr. 


Redden wanted the witness to give her 
her note, but she had declined to do It. 
Tho deceased told the witness that ehe 
had arranged ~the matter to suit Mr. 
-Redden,and that lite manyo(.her things 


had done so for thn sake of pes.ce. 
Did you ever request Mre. Redden to 


make a will in your fdvor?" 


"No, sir." 
"Did you ever request bar to leave her 


property within the fami'y?" 


"No, air. la Marcb, 1892,1 was resid- 


ing with Mrs. Redden, and she told me- 
that she intended to leave her property 
in the family and that eh'e was going to 
leave my'youngPBt brother something. 
This was in one of her rational spells." 


A UKDTCAT, EXPERT. 


Dr. A. G. Deardorff testified that on 


September 7th ana" IGth he found Mrs. 
Redden sufiViiig from acute mania;- 
Tbe first three or four days she didn't 
know aoythicg at all or what she was 
doing. HhewaB raving and her mind 
was all broken np. On the fifth or sixth 
day after she-was takeii sick she had a 
severe running out of her ear, but as 
soon as that stopped her mind waa bet- 
ter. 
Her condition was feverish ami she 


had hallucinations each aa that hor hus- 
band had been shot. Later on sho want- 
ed to' kill herself, and p.sbsd for a pistol 
or a razor to shoot herself with or cut 
her tbroat. It was found necessary to 
placa her ncder the influence of opiates. 


She had a relapse on the 21st, 22>1 and 


23d of September, caused by a horae 
ranning away from ID front of her gate. 
On November 26th, 27th, 23th and 30th 
the witness treated her for another at- 
tack of ecate mania. 


On Decembor 14th, 15th, 16th and 17th 


had another attack and be treated 


her for three or four days- Her symp- 
toms were thoea of nervousness and 
hysteria ani crying more or less. She 
was ft!a") Battering considerable aniiaty 
as to whether she would become iimans. 


MRS. BKDDKN'S smotDK. 


On July 20th, 1892, abont midnight, 


the witness was hurriedly Bummoned to 
her residence, and found her in convul- 
sions from fhe effects of strychnine 
potac-niDg. Bhe was in an insane con- 
dition, and died m convulfii oca u few 
hours afterwards. 


Abont 8 o'clock tbat evening ehe came 


to the witness* office in a very excited 
condition, and told him that she bad bad 
a great deal of trouble—ti.at her husband 
hid been treating her vety badly, and 
had in one way or another got possession 
of the most of her property. She Bftid 
that she had expected to get $100 to eo 
to San Francisco with an the midnight 
train, bat thttt her husbsod would not 
Rive it to her. She had baon that even- 
inn to Judge Short's office to eoek logal 
advica, and the witness finally succeeded 
in paranadiojt her not to go to San Fcau- 
ctaco that night, and not to attempt to 
oee a lawyer. He advised her to go 
home at once and tejce a dose of chlorali 
gnd not ta talk with hor husband, about 


mitten, aod viand htr that she would 
feel much better in the moiiufifE. 


Bhe had a hallucination that bar IIUL 


bud Lad Ww. shot and tb.it aho bad a 
hole in her tide from which tb* blood 
wu flowing. 
Th* cau» of the difficulty to tar u the 


witness ccald «e WM a chronic dUeaee 
of the internal ear which h»d affect* 
the brain. An abscess had formed and 
intda a preutzra oa that park of the 
braLi and caused h« to lose her mind 
with a tendency to a murderous feeing 


Dt BTBOKO OONVUL8IQS5. 


On one of those oeeaiiona it tock 


the united strength of the witness and 
Mr. Redden to hold her down on the 
bed and force her to take chloral. 


Mania is a noisy, d-ijolnted, hilarious 


attack. It is acute where it x«s ouat in- 
tervala. 
"That ia a species of insanity?" 


asked Mr. Short. 
'•It is, and unless relieved would tenl 


to permanent insanity." 


The witness had a IPO treated her at 


iiis office four or five times for uterine 
troa blee. 


IN THE THROES OP POISON. 


Mr. Redden told the witness on the 


evening of the poisoning that tbe de- 
ceased ran to the bureau drawer and 
said "I goeBB I'll end this now." 
She 


swallowed the strychnine and drank a 
class of water after it. Then she eat 
down to the piano and began playing, 
shortly after which time she was ts'~~~ 
with convulsions. 


A juror aaked how long waa it after the 


deceased took poison before the witness 
was summoned. 
The 
doctor replied 


tbat it was some titna between miduight 
and 1 o'clock, ivbont half an hour after 
,he poison had been taken. Justice of 
he Peace Crichtoa came after him in 
tfr. Redden'a buggy. Mr. Redden told 
.he witness that at the time he did not 
enow where the poison was. 


The cause of these attacks of mania 


were never removed. The tendency of 
euch disaaees aa tho oao with which 
Mrs. Redden wfts afflicted waa to per- 
manent insanity. 


TWO OP HEDDES'S SOTES. 


Captain H. B. Colson, president and 
laaagerof the Fresno National bank, 
estified that within a werk before Mrs. 
Redden's death she called to sea him at 
he bank. She told the witness tbafc she 
wanted to leave some papers on epecinl 
lepoeit aad ehe askedovhetber anybody, 
even her husband, could cet them with- 
out on ordor from hor. Ho informed hsr 
hat no one could get them without an 
order from her during her life time or 
without; ao order of court after her death. 
Sho placed r.ho papers in an envelope 
and gave it to tho witness, who had kept 
t in his possession ever ein.ce. 
The notes wera opened by consent of 
ounssl and road by Mr. Short. One was 
t note for $625 at 1 per cant per month 
>ayable to Mrs. Redden and signed by 
ler husband. The other waa a note for 
312.G5, with interest at the earno rato 
nil in favor of Mrs. Redden find signed 
by Mr. Redden. 


The notes were handed to Mr. Redden 


n court and were identified by him as 
laving been executed by him. 


NE\V" EVIDENCE. 


Mrs. Lsah Potter was recalled for 


urther. cross-examination. 


"Di> you recollect when .Mrs. Redden 


was sick?" aated Me. Coldwell. 
"Sho 


ailed to yen and said, 'Lgah, Leah, if I 
ie I want Tootsy to have all my prop- 
rty and I want you tn see that he gets 
,1' You know that Mrs. Redden used 
o call her husband Tootsy ?""' 
" Yea," replied the witness, 
"she 


issd to call him Tootsy. Bhe said that 
he was dying and that she had come to 
Heaven's gate; 
that St. Peter had 


ailed the roll and sho thought he bad 
liased her name, lint he had railed 
bo name of Princess Josepblno and she 
elieved that it was meant for her. Sho 
aid, *'I am going to die, and when I 
io I wan* Tootsy to have all my prop- 
rty. Toofsy waiits il all." 


DB. PAWLICKI'S DEPOSITION. 


Mr. Short read the deposition of Dr. L. 


D. S. Pawlicki ot San Francisco. The 


octor told how he had treated Mrs. 
ledden and had found her in an ex- 
romely nervoua condition. She wan 
much improved when the treatment 
nded.. He wanted hsr to stay longer 
nd rest, but she wanted to go to the 
heater and abe wanted to go home, nnd 
e could not prevail upon her to follow 
is advice. She acted like a ailly'child, 
ke a 15-year-old girl, against her own 
ntereets. Ho had Instructed her aiater 
ot to allow her to receive visitors or to 
o anything that might excite her. 
The deposition of Miss Lncv White of 
an FranciECO waa also read. It referred 
o the actions of the deceased while un- 
er the care ot Dr. Pawlicki. She was 
ery nervous when Mies Whito called 
pon her, and said that ahe was arraid 
ie would become insane, and that if 
10 did not Ret better soon tbe deponent 


would nnd her in tho Stockton insane 
asylum. The 
deceased 
twitched HO 


much and threw herself around the bed 
BO much that the witness \vaa afraid to 
stay, and equally afraid to go sway and 
leave her alone. When tha deceased 
mentioned that ahe was coing insane, 
Mi>fl White thought aha had good rea- 
sons for thinking so. 


Hero the court pdjonrned until 10 


o'clock thia morning, 


A. W. Boarelslee of Central colony 


waa tha first witness in the Redden will 
contest Saturday morning. 


He told about Mrs. IleddeVa visit to 


his hou«e.,nboat the middle of January, 
1892, She talked violently and inco- 
herently, and declared that she had no 
friends. He waa of tbe opinion that she 
was insane a* that time. 


Dr. Denrdorff was recalled, and was 


aaked whether he thought a person afflict- 
ed with «cnt« mania was competent to 
transact business between the epel'a. He 
replied that such might bo the case, but 
that it would take a thorough expert to 
decide. 


Stephen Arthur roomed ia the Kutner- 


Golditein (wilding on I atreet in April 
and May, 1891, across the hall from the 
apartments occupied by Mr, and Mrs. 
Redden. He often heard Mrs. Redden 
complaining that she was disunited with 
married life, and that she had found it 
not to be what she thonght it was. Oa 
one occasion he heard Mu. Redden Bay 
to a friend: 


"My mother never wanted me to go to 


the city nlons, brccanse if I saw anything 
ia the shop windows that I wanted, 
I would buy it if I had money, whether 


s 
aoney to get home or not." 


.anton L. Carter, of counsel for the 


contestants, read thy will. It left all the 
property- to H. H. Redden, and waa 
dated Jan nary 11,1892. Tha witnesses 
to the will were A. D. Smith and R. W. 
Cole. 


Mary Kolly, a redden!: of Martinez, 


one of the contestants, eaid that she at- 
tended Mrs. Redden in September, 1891, 
in one of her attacks of acatt mauia. 


At noon the caee went over until to- 


morrow morning at 10 o'clock. 


Mrs. Kelly, sister of the late Mrs- 


Redden, ww the firai witness called iu 
the contested will c»se Monday. 
She 


indentifiad several letters and postal 
cards written by her to Mrs. Redden on 
family matters. "Leah's bean" was 
frequently referred to itf the letters. 


Tbe remainder cf tbe morning session 


was occupied with the reeding of the 
deposition of Mra. Alice Peeler. 


This closed thecese for the contestants, 
Dr, Sponogle waa tbe first witness in 


tbe afternoon for the defendant. 
He 


said that he waa called to consult with 
Dr. Deardorff on the caee of Mrs. Redden 
on September Uet. He found her 
suffer- 


ing from ftcate mania. She was in a 
violent fury and nnaccotmttble for her 
actions. 
Sbo complained frequently of 


p in in her head, and had abscesses in 
the internal ear. 
Her condition was 


very critical at that time, but a change 


ior the better took place. Dr. Sponogle 
w*a ol the opinion that tbt acute mania 
waa canted by inflammation ao<t prw* 
care on the brain arising from theab- 
Kea*. 


SAM BWmtlN tPttlB. 


The witneas next *aw her in htr bnj 


bond's office between tbe 15th and 20th 
of December and had a conversation 
with btr of about fifteen or twenty min- 
utes. He found that the waft entirely 
rational at that time. He considered 
her aane at that time and competent to 
transact bauneae. Bhe was assisting 
her hatband in keeping the booki. In 
fact, the doctor wu eorpriEed to Me her 
lookiog to well. Acute mania ia a gen- 
eral deranaeiaent ol the mental faculties 
with more or leas of a violent tendency. 
At the time he visited Mre. Hodden in 
September she was very violent, and 
pulled her hair and wanted to kill ter- 
abit. She asked Ior a razor to cat hei 
tbroat and she demanded a pistol to 
aboot herself or somebody else. When 
tbo doctors raised the window curtain to 
admit more light in order that they 
might examine the papil of her eye, ah* 
shouted "fire 1" and canght hold of hgr 
hair. 
Delusions, haHacinationa and violence 


do not exist so manifestly in caaee of 


teria ae tbey do in cases of acute 


mania. 


KKCORDER LANISO'3 KNOWLEDGE. 


City Recorder Frank Lining testified 


that he made the acquaintance of Mr?. 
Redden at the time of her marriage in 
January, 1S9L Ha waa a brother-in- 
law of Mr. Redden, and both families 
were on intimate terms, and he often at- 
tended public enter tain menta with his 
wife and Mra. Redden. 


After the spell the had in September 


uutil the time of her daotb, she was 
sane. After Septe uber, and be'ore her 
death, ohe transacted the nFual bu'inees 
that she transacted bofore September, 
ohe ».ave orders about her husband's a:- 
fairs nJ disposed of her property by 
deed.

new couaty contains everything required 
oy the conetitation, which was indorsed 
and adopted by their votes and ours. 


To impugn their raotivoa by charges of 


avancioustiesa is unjust fti:d unpatriotic. 
To assert that tbe scheme is fostered by 
a combination of woaM-ba office Beckurs, 
in order to create berths for themselves 
and friends, is as absurd aa tbe creation 
of a national patk out of the entire Si- 
erra range of mountains. And I know 
of nothing more absurd and contemptible 
than that.
